GENERAL NOTES

1. IF SIDEWALK CLOSURE AFFECTS AN ACCESSIBLE AND DETECTABLE FACILITY,
MAINTAIN ACCESSIBILITY AND DETECTABILITY ALONG THE ALTERNATE PEDESTRIAN
ROUTE.

2. WHEN CLOSING OR RELOCATING CROSSWALKS OR SIDEWALKS, PROVIDE
DETECABLE TEMPORARY FACILITIES AND INCLUDE ACCESSIBILITY FEATURES
CONSISTENT WITH EXISTING PEDESTRIAN FACILITIES.

3. TEMPORARY TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES FOR PEDESTRIANS ARE SHOWN. OTHER
DEVICES MAY BE NECESSARY TO CONTROL VEHICULAR TRAFFIC. STAGE WORK AS
NECESSARY, TO PROVIDE A TEMPORARY PEDESTRIAN ACCESS ROUTE AT ALL
TIMES. FOR ROADWAYS WITH NO AVAILABLE DETOURS, MAINTAIN ONE OPEN
SIDEWALK AT ALL TIMES.

4. "WO" SIGN IS THE SAME AS "W" SIGN, EXCEPT THE BACKGROUND IS ORANGE.
5. FOR NIGHTIME CLOSURE, USE TYPE "A" FLASHING WARNING LIGHTS ON

BARRICADES, SUPPORTING SIGNS AND CLOSING SIDEWALK. USE TYPE "C" STEADY
BURN LIGHTS ON CHANNELIZING DEVICES SEPARATING THE WORK AREA FROM
VEHICULAR TRAFFIC.

6. PEDESTRIAN TRAFFIC SIGNAL DISPLAY CONTROLLING CLOSED CROSSWALK SHALL
BE COVERED OR DEACTIVATED.

7. POST MOUNTED SIGNS LOCATED ADJACENT TO A SIDEWALK SHALL HAVE A 7 FOOT
MINIMUM CLEARANCE FROM THE BOTTOM OF THE SIGN TO THE SIDEWALK
SURFACE.

8. ALTERNATE SIDEWALK WORK BETWEEN LEFT AND RIGHT SIDE OF ROADWAY TO
MAINTAIN PEDESTRIAN ACCESS.
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
